$00,000 represent the balance due on 
the Asylum, which have n, number o 
years ytt to run, and upon which tha 
people are paying interest to the sohoo 
children. The Asylum investment wai 
a pretty good one all around, for the 
entire amount of $30,000 lr.it alread; 
been saved to th« taxpayers t>y reason 
of the Legislature having provided fo 
the insane at home. The remainder o 
the $140,000 probably represents the 
anna the officers bays hud to temporarily 
borrow to keep on a caeh ba»i». As has 
heretofore been stated in the JOUKNAL 
the December settlement will give tha 
State about $175,000, and after redeem- 
ing nil the bonds it can, there will be 
over $200,000 to do business on for 
1880.

Winueinucca Silver State. 


The people of Carson are discussing a 


proposition to send a special representa- 
tive to Washington to explain the status 
of the mining industry in Nevada and 
the necessity of reopening the Carson 
Mint. The Tribune says business men 
favor the movement and a public meet- 
ing will be held to determine the best 
course to pursue. 


This movement implies that the peo- 


ple of Carson hnve no confidence in the 
ability of our Senatois and Bepiesenta- 
tive in Congress to present the facts to 
the Treasury Department and secure the 
rescission of the order closing the Mint. 
The special representative must neces- 
sarily appear as a lobbyist and as such 
will convey the idea that only the busi- 
ness men of Carson, who are deprived 
of the custom of the seventy or eighty 
employes of the Mint, are particularly 
anxious to have it reopened. It seems 
to us the better and more dignified 
course would be to have the people of 
the State send remonstrances to the 
Treasury Department, through our legal 
representatives, against the closing of 
the Mint. It is the duty of our Senators 
and Congressman to do all in their pow- 
er to benefit the State, and they cannot 
do less than present a statement of facts 
from their constituents and urge favor- 
able action on the same. Congress meets 
on the first Monday of next month, and 
our Senators and Representative ought 
to be in Washington at that time. They 
can be furnished with f»cts relative to 
the great industry of the State and forci- 
ble reasons why it should be encouraged 
fay the Government, at least to the ex- 
tent of keeping the Mint open, and if 
the Secretary of the Treasury and Direct- 
or of the Mint will not comply with 
such a reasonable request it would be 
nonsensical for a special representative, 
a lobbyist, to undertake to prevail upon 
them to grant it.
